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SPOTTERS LEARN ABOUT SEVERE WEATHER CLIMATOLOGY

looding and lightning both kill more 

people than thunderstorm winds or 
tornados in northern Indiana, southern 
Michigan and northwest Ohio. That's one 
of the climatology facts Michael Lewis 
from the National Weather Service (NWS) 
presented at the annual training for SKY- 
WARN spotters Feb. 21 in Fort Wayne. 
Lewis is warning coordination meteorolo- 
gist at the NWS Northern Indiana office, 
which covers 37 counties, including Al- 
len County, Indiana. Part his presentation 
included information gathered from 30 
years of local storm reports in the coun- 
ties his office covers. Lewis said the role 
of flooding in weather fatalities between 
1980 and 2010 reinforces the importance 
of spotters reporting flooding in their ar- 
eas. As shown in the chart below, flooding 
killed 14 people during that period, while 
lighting killed 13, and tornados and thun- 
derstorm winds each ended seven lives. 


Regarding severe thunderstorm winds, 
Lewis reported that June was the busiest 
month during the period, followed by 
July, August and May, in that order. These 
dangerous straight-line winds peaked 
during the 4 p.m. hour, as the chart below 


indicates. 


By contrast, the climatology study 
showed that the 6 p.m. and 7 p.m. hours 
were the most active for tornados, with 35 
of the period’s twisters occurring during 
each of those hours. And if you thought 
that autumn tornados are rare, the study 
indicates otherwise. As you can see in the 
next chart, October was the fourth-most- 
frequent month for tornados. June once 
again led the pack, followed by July and 
then May.

During the SKYWARN training, Lewis 
reminded spotters of the kinds of infor- 
mation NWS needs (as well as the kinds it 
doesn’t) when severe weather strikes. He 
provided the following list of phenomena 
spotters should report: 


¢ Tornado - A violently rotating column 
of air that touches the ground. Do not 
report a tornado unless you can see

he February Meeting of the Fort 

Wayne Radio Club was held at the 
Good Shepherd United Methodist Church 
on 17 February 2012 with club president 
Steve Nardin, W9SAN, serving as host. 
There were about 50 persons present. 


Old Business: 


Steve started the meeting with the 
pledge of allegiance and followed this by 
having all in attendance introduce them- 
selves and their calls. 


While not read at the meeting, a Trea- 
surer’s report is included in these minutes. 


As of 17 February, 2012 the statistics 
regarding our financial position is as fol- 
lows: 


Income Year to Date is $2273.60 
Expenses Year to Date are $2469.75 
Current Year to Date Deficit is $196.15 
Cash on Hand is $96.99 


Savings and Checking Balance is 
$8025.26 


The club has no outstanding liabilities 
at this time. 


A little more detail regarding the finan- 
cial report reveals: 


Income Year to Date is $2273.60, 
consisting primarily of dues income of 
$1550.00 and fund raising income of 
$423.50. 


Expenses Year to Date are $2469.75, 
consisting primarily of equipment acqui- 
sition expenses of $2249.75 and repeater 
expenses of $220.00. 


Current Year to Date Deficit is $196.15 
Cash on Hand is $96.99 


Savings and Checking Balance is 
$8025.26 


The total club physical asset base is 
currently valued at $5150, which we be- 
lieve is understated based on replace- 
ment value of the club physical posses- 
sions. The club has no loss insurance on 
these assets. 


The club has no outstanding bills pay- 
able at this time, and there are no unpaid 
sources of income due to the club for this 
month. 


New Business: 


At a recent Board meeting it was de- 
cided that, unless a club member specifi- 
cally asked for them to be read, in order 
to save time minutes would no longer be 
read at meetings since they are readily 
available on the FWRC web page and in 
the Ham News. 


Steve Nardin announced that the club 
had procured a new (used) trailer from 
a private individual for $2,000.00 which 
was within the expense limit that the club 
membership had previously approved 
for procurement of a trailer. The trailer 
has a back door, a side door and a roof 
vent. It is 12’ deep by 6’ 3” feet high by 
5’9" wide, and is a single axle unit rated 
at 3,500 Ibs. Pictures of it are available on 
the FWRC web page. Steve commented 
that we would like to install internal racks 
to store the club tower sections, install 
a dual voltage (12VDC, 115VAC) interior 
lighting system, and possibly install fold- 
up interior tables and perhaps chairs to 
serve as equipment operating positions. 
To that end Steve solicited volunteers to 
organize and implement the modifica- 
tions to the trailer to provide the facilities 
he described. Anyone interested should 
contact him. 


Steve also mentioned that Terry Bow- 
man and Bob Streeter had been succes- 
full in getting the trailer titled to the Ft. 
Wayne Radio Club, Inc., and had obtained 
plates too. 


Bob Streeter announced that in go- 
ing through the paper work required to 
be submitted to the BMV regarding the 
title and plates, we have discovered some 
problems relating to the club being rec- 
ognized by the Indiana Dept of Revenue 
(IDOR), and being recognized as a Tax Free 
Organization with the IRS. These issues 
must be attended too. At present, Bob 
and Al Burke are working the problem. 
It may turn out that the club will need to 
re-apply for tax-exempt status with the 
IRS (it apparently was at one time in the 
1950's), and that may result in a fee be- 
tween $100.00 to as much as $800.00 be- 
ing charged by the IRS. And we may need 
to get a lawyer involved as no paperwork 
involving the IRS is straight-forward, and 
we don’t know what we will be getting 
into with the IDOR. So we are concerned 


about the impact this may have on the 
club treasury. 


This (potential financial) issue also im- 
pacts the initiative to relocate the 146.91 
MHz repeater antenna from the roof of 
Kettler Hall at IPFW to the top of the Ket- 
tler Hall tower (where the club’s ATV re- 
peater antennas are located), and to re- 
place the present Ringo-Ranger antenna 
with a donated commercial gain antenna, 
similar to what we use at the Robison Park 
site and for the D-STAR machine. These 
actions would significantly improve the 
footprint of the146.91 MHz machine (and 
hence Echo-Link availability) to hand- 
held users in Allen county. We had pre- 
viously negotiated a $500.00 fee from 
a commercial tower climber who had 
agreed to perform the 146.910 MHz an- 
tenna work for that price, and we told him 
that we expected to take a membership 
vote on the ($500.00) expenditure at the 
February club meeting. Since the financial 
implications of the IRS and IDOR issue are 
unknown at present, it was moved and 
seconded to take a club membership vote 
regarding authorization to spend $500.00 
on the tower climber contingent upon 
resolution of the IRS/IDOR cost impact is- 
sue, i.e., NO money will be spent regarding 
moving the 146.91 MHz antenna until we 
know what the IRS/IDOR situation may 
cost the club. The club membership voted 
in the affirmative on this proposal. 


All this talk regarding club finances 
provided a segue for Steve Nardin to dis- 
cuss two initiatives that could bolster the 
club's treasury. The first involves an of- 
fer from the Applebee's restaurant chain 
where-in they will make available at no 
cost to the club a coupon which when 
used by a customer on a particular day 
chosen by the club, will result in 15% of 
the income to Applebee's of anyone using 
the coupon on that day returned to the 
club. This offer requires no investment by 
the club or it’s membership. All we have 
to do is have a meal at an Applebee's on 
that day and provide them the coupon 
when paying the tab. Steve has chosen 
Tuesday, the first of May as the day this 
offer will be in effect. It will be valid at 
Applebee's through the area from South- 
bend, through Ft. Wayne, to Lima.

ARRL Pus tisHes New GuIDELINEs FoR 60 METERS 


hanks to the FCC Report and Order 

issued November 18, 2011, amateurs 
will enjoy a number of new privileges on 
the 60 meter band beginning March 5, in- 
cluding a boost in effective radiated pow- 
er from 50 to 100 W, as well as the ability 
to use CW and certain digital modes. 


Late last year, the ARRL HF Band Plan- 
ning committee surveyed 60 meter op- 
erators to gather opinions about how to 
best use the new privileges. On the sub- 
ject of creating a specific band plan, the 
survey results indicated little consensus 
beyond the fact that 5403.5 kHz should 
retain its status as a de facto “DX channel.” 
On the other hand, survey respondents 
made a number of suggestions for gen- 
eral operating practices.

he meeting was called to order by 
Dave Lindquist, W9LKH. 


Dave announced that the annual Sky- 
warn Spotter Training at the Public Safety 
Academy would take the place of the Feb- 
ruary general meeting. He asked if any- 
one had and suggestions for the March 
program. 


Dave asked if the Board wanted to 
keep the location for the Spring Banquet 
in April at the Golden Corral on Lima 
Road. The Board members agreed that 
that facility was fine and offered no other 
suggestions. 


Howard, N9ADS, stated that due to 
changes in the Tax Code, the club was eli- 
gible to use a simplified tax form this year, 
eliminating the need for a $500.00 fee for 
a CPA to prepare the return. 


Howard also asked if anyone knew the 
location of the club's incorporation pa- 
pers. Board members agreed to search 
possible locations for the papers. 


Dave, W9LKH, asked if there was an 
electronic version of the club's constitu- 
tion and bylaws so that they could be dis- 
tributed for review for possible updates 
and modification. Jim, KB9IH, said that he 
had a CD from Don, WB8HQS, containing 
many of the club's past records. 


Dave, W9LKH, asked if anyone had 
access to the club’s webpage account 
besides the webmaster, Don, WB8HQS. 
It was agreed that the access informa- 
tion and passwords be made available to 
the Board so that more than one person 
could make changes if needed. 


Howard, N9ADS, asked if the 146.88 
MHz repeater still transmitted the CTCSS 


tone. No one knew for sure and Dave, 
WO9LEH said that he would check into it. 


Howard, N9ADS, asked if the club was 
interested in having a Field Day site this 
year. As in the past several years, no one 
wanted to spearhead the activity. He stat- 
ed that he has several of the club’s tower 
sections stored at his QTH and that the 
club should sell them if the club is no lon- 
ger participating in Field Day. 


Jim, KB9IH, stated that he was con- 
sidering cash prizes for the Hamfest this 
year instead of radio equipment. He sug- 
gested $500.00, $250.00, and $100.00 for 
the three main prizes. This would save the 
club a few hundred dollars over the cost 
of purchasing radio equipment. It was 
agreed that the cash prizes be given this 
year. 


Jim also stated that he has received of- 
ficial ARRL approval for the Hamfest to be 
the Indiana State Convention in 2012. 


Jim also added that he will reduce the 
number of Hamfest tickets printed this 
year by 50%. This will save the club mon- 
ey as less than half of the tickets printed 
have been sold in the past few years. He 
also stated that he will reduce the num- 
ber of single page Hamfest flyers printed 
this year as there were always many left 
over that were not given out at other 
hamfests. He added that the number of 
multi-page flyers would remain the same 
as the general mailing is the Hamfest’s 
primary source of advertising. 


The meeting was adjourned at 8:00 
p.m.

debris flying on or from the ground. 
If you can see the funnel but can't see 
the debris because of an obstruction 
(e.g. a line of trees), report it as a fun- 
nel cloud, even though it might, in fact, 
be a tornado. In that case, also report 
what's keeping you from seeing the 
bottom of the funnel. Also, remember 
that in a tornado’s early stages, a fun- 
nel cloud might not be visible even af- 
ter touchdown. 


Funnel Cloud - A violently rotating 
column of air that does not reach the 
ground. Remember, “If it doesn’t spin, 
don't call it in!” A funnel-shaped cloud 
that isn’t rotating is probably a harm- 
less (and non-reportable) scud cloud. 


Wall Cloud - An isolated lowering 
from a cumulonimbus cloud base that 
resembles a pedestal. Watch for rota- 
tion and persistence. 


Wind Damage - Any wind damage 
to structures, uprooted trees and/or 
large, healthy limbs broken. Report 
these no matter how fast the wind was. 
If you can accurately measure the wind 
speed, report that as well. If you must 
estimate winds, remember that NWS 
only cares about winds in excess of 50 
MPH. Between 39 and 46 MPH, twigs 
break from trees. Between 47 and 54 
MPH, light structural damage occurs. 
If you are not seeing these phenom- 
ena, the wind you're experiencing is 
probably below a reportable speed. In 
general, the effects of wind are more 
important to NWS than estimated or 
measured speeds. 


Hail — Report hail of any size. Measure 
the largest stone you see and report 
that as the hail size. Also report the du- 
ration (or start and stop times) of the 
hail. 


Flash Flooding - Report any rapid rise 
of water, especially if it blocks a road or 
is life-threatening. 


Injuries/Fatalities — Report any inju- 
ries or fatalities that were a direct result 
of weather, regardless of the weather 
phenomena that caused them. 


When you have one of the above phe- 
nomena to report, here’s what NWS needs 


to know:

Fortunately we got 
on the 1:15 PM flight to Chicago and then 
on the last Chicago-to-Fort Wayne flight 
of the evening. We walked in the door at 
home a little after midnight. 


In summary, we enjoyed the trip in 
spite of the cold. | think our fondest mem- 
ory will be of sitting and talking to the 
OHs, SMs, LAs, and Gs before, during, and 
after dinner. And we even made a quick 
trip to the Hard Rock Café in Stockholm 
on Saturday to get a shirt for Vicky’s col- 
lection.

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THE FOXHUNT CHRONICLES FOR FEBRUARY 2012 


he 2012 Foxhunt season commenced 

on a sunny Sunday, the 12th of Feb- 
ruary, amidst a cold, breezy and slightly, 
here and there, snow covered landscape. 
Aside from the mild frostbite potential, 
not a bad day for a foxhunt. 


The February hunters included the

e Who you are - If you call in by tele- 
phone, be sure to mention that you're 
a trained spotter. 


e When it happened - Report the time 
of day the event was observed. Re- 
member, a few minutes can elapse as 
reports are relayed, so “4:13 p.m.” is 
more helpful than “two minutes ago.” 


e Other details, as appropriate - Dam- 
age, duration, direction of movement, 
injuries, fatalities, etc. 

It is equally important to understand 
that we can waste a meteorologist’s valu- 
able time by reporting things they don't 
need to know, for example: 


e Rain - If there’s one thing Doppler 
radar does well, it’s indicating where 
the heavy rain is! Even if the rain is de-

that give them all the lightning data 
they need. So don't report lightning, 
no matter how frequent, but do report 
lightning effects, such as injury, fatality 
or structure damage. 


¢ Radar - Believe it or not, NWS has re- 
ceived calls from people wanting to 
tell meteorologists what's on the ra- 
dar! Not only are the meteorologists 
already watching the radar, they have 
far more training on how to interpret 
those images than any of 
us. 


e Sirens — NWS doesn’t
